Many ye^rs ago, the political scientist, V.O. Key 
Jr., wrote aii engaging book on-Southern Politics, in 
which he examined how change and dissent occur in 
one-party states of that region. 

As the Democratic Party grew in strength and 
power in the South, Key wrote, dissent within its 
ranks came from both the right and the .left, mostly 
from ideologues pushing their own positions. Primary 
elections thus evolved as battles from within for con- 
trol of a'broad-based center position. 

The process relnvlgoraled the party by providing 
-fresh-ideas,. apprpachcs-^nd-candidaUiS-JLalso-bad-. 


the additional effect of preventing any real growth in 
the opposition party. 

What Key said of the Democratic South could be 
echoed this week about Republican Idaho. In contest 
after contest, ultra-conservatives who had espoused 
extreme positions tumbled to pragmatist moderates. 
-Those-who bucked the trend did so underunusual- 
circumstances. Rep. Jerry_Callen of Jerome survived 
a challenge from moderate Robin Kinsey through a 
number of factors, despite losing both his Jerome and 
Twin Falls counties. Calleh’s campaign turned mud- 
dy .at.the.end.in_use.of.Pro*Life propaganda to smear 
I^lnsey on the abortion issue. 

Callen bugked the trend in surviving this round, but 
he’s -not likely to find the future any easier if his ex- 
treme positions persist. Swimming upstream Is par- 
ticularly tough In politics. 

In the new Legislature - if he gels past an ex- 
pected strong chmlenge In The fall — 'Callen’s Impact 
will be much less. His anti-education proposals will 
not likely emerge from the House Education Com- 
mittee, much less win legislative support.

Just as irnportant, In our view, was the role "of utt- 
zens for a Progressive Idaho .(CAPI), which was 
never more than a few community and business 
leaders without formal structure. 

-But It provided-a forum for moderate dissent and- 
gave validity- to the smoldering disenchantment with 
T.W. Stivers, Callen and their.right-wing cronies. 

That CAPI did not take the next steps - formation 
of a political action' committee, fund-raising, and 
target campaigns - was not through lack of ability 
as some GOP officials claimed, but only through a 
sense that those steps weren’t needed this time. 

The result of these efforts wouldn’t surprise Key or 
anyone familiar with the process. This time, a 
challenge from the moderates overturned an entren- 
ched, ultra-conservative leadership and brought local 
Republican politics back to the center.

On May 1 the governmentof the Soviet Union 
asked me to com e to Moscow t o aid Soviet physi- 
cians and’ScieniltisinevaiuailngTh'^'UliGrhOtiyF' 
nuclear-reactor accident. 1 responded im- 
mediately, aided greatly tn the effort by Armand 
Hammerof Occidental Pelroleum and by my col- 
leagues Paul Tcrasakl and Richard Champlln o( 
-LorAngeles-and-YalfRelsnerfrom-Iaraeh 

. Wc have yet to analyze fully the medical con- 
scqucnccsof the Chernobyl accident. Thirty-five ' 
Individuals were sey.croly affected, and 23 have 
died: 300 others received substantial doses of 
radiation. By Soviet cstimatcSi. 50,000 to 100,000 
Individuals may have been exposed fo significant 
doses of radiation. Some Western countries have 
estimated (hat 25,000 lo 50,000 Europeans 
ultimately may die as a consequence ofthc 
Chernobyl accident. 

1 regard these estimates as premature, since 
wc lack considerable data on radiation doses and 
other critical variables. I hope lo resolve some of 
these issues with a visit to Chernobyl soon. Other 
aspects will require months or years lo deter- 
mine, 

Bccauseof this, I urge caution In estimating 
the medical consequences of Clicrnobyl. There is 
lilUc to be gained and much lo lose by 
premature speculation. The Soviets have assured 
me that the West will have full access to the ^ 
data and that these will be publlshcdas soon aS- .. 
possible 111 the scientific literature. I hope that 
llic National Academy of Sciences, the National 
Institutes of Health and the International 
Atomic Energy Agency will join in thlseffort. 

Many Individuals have asked me this question: 
"What are the lessons lo be learned from Cher- 
’nobyl?" CFearly wc do not have all the answers, 
but some are already evident. First are the in-

White extremists rally 
against race reforms- 


' PRETORIA. South Africa (AP) - 
lOiOOO wfiltea gathered at an 
Afrikaner shrine Saturday for the 
first joint rally by the nation's four 
ullraconscrvaUve , movements to 
mount a united' chailengc to the gov- 
ernment’s limited race reforms. 

“As a white nation, wc wish to 
survive in freedom In our own father- 
land, We demand to be governed by 
our own people. If you share power, 
you lose It,” said Andrles Treur- 
nlcht, leader of the far-right Conser- 
vatlveParty. 

The rally followed a surge In public 
attention focused on the ultra-right. 
Long considered a fanatical fringe 
with little support, far-right groups 
have disrupted four rallies of the 
governing National Party in recent

Consolidation called inevitable* 
by^Hansen, Murtaugh officials

HANSEN-MURTAUGH — A week after voters re- 
jected consolidation of Hansen and Murtaugh 
schools, officials In both districts are saying that an- 
ticipated changes In state funding of education may 
eventually make consolidation of schools inevitable-. 

Although neither district plans to pursue con- 
solidation Immediately. Hansen Superintendent 
Richard Smith says lie-ls- willing to give it another 
try. ■ 

"1 personally would be willing to go for it again, 
■Smith' s'aid Thursday. _"U Is somelhlnrHial is in- 
evitable aimosl, that consolidation of some sort will 
take place,” 

When asked about the future of consolldallon, 
■Murtaugh School Board Chairman Kleiu Brewing 
said she, loo, believes its day will come. 

"Wc have pretty much tabled it for this time to 
see' what comes in the near future," said Breeding. 
"But 1 think If they change the funding, consolida- 
tion Is inevitable.” 

Murtaugh voters defeated the consolidation at- 
lempl May 20 by a. vote of-256 to 103, while Hansen 
voters, favored the proposal' 279 to 82. 'Board: 
members from each school agree that voters may 
have been more favorable if there had been more in- 
formation and If they had been able to vole on a 
bond levy for construction of a consolidated high 
school, said Breeding- . 

"If we had been able to He the bond and consolida- 
tion logeUier it would have gone over, better,” she 
said. 

’ Consolidation required a simple majority to pass, 


however, approval of a bond levy requires a two- 
thirds majority. 

Smith expects to sec teglsloHon redistributing 
school funding within the next year or two and says

Ambulance 
hearing set < 

for June 23 < 

HAILEY - A petition asking for 
tiio formation of a county-wide am- 
bulance district was given Friday to 
the Blaine County Board of Commls^- 
sioners, who set a public hearing on 
the matter for2p.m. on June 23. 

The proposed taxing district would 
provide up to 5420.000 for two am- 
bulance stations, one each in Ket- 
chum and Hailey, and would provide 
services to Carey and the Smiley 
Creek area in the Sawtooth Valley 
through special agreements. 

The county can form the district 
without going to a popular vote, as is 
the case wlth mosl taxing districts. 
All it needs is a majority vole of the 
Board of Commissioners. 

Under (he proposal, the county 
would contract for the ambulance 
services now provided by the city of 
Kclchum in the northern portion of 
the county, says the board’s ad- 
ministrative assistant Chuck Cor- 
win. Ketchum's ambulance would 
• contlnue"to~provIde~Bcrvtcc "from ■ 
East Fork 'to Galena - Summit - 
through its joint fire and ambulance 
department. 

,'rhe second ambulance station In 
Halley could also be contracted or 
could stay under the control of the 
Blaine County Medical Center, but 
no 'flnal arrangcmenls'havc been 
made, Corwlnsald. 

With the district, the south county 
ambulance service would Increase to ' 
a manned 24-hour, seven-day-a-week

Most college grads want to work in state, but outlook’s dim

except for a few fields, they will have to ac- 
tively seek It. 

The Job outlook, based' on opinions from 
placement center personnel in Idaho's three 
state universities, Is not excellent but Is 
surprisingly good, considering the stale of 
the economy. 

Among 1986 graduates, teachers seem to 
have the best opportunities of finding posi- 
tions — especially if they move outside of 
Idaho. 

This contrasts with most graduates' 
desire to remain in the Gem State. Officials 
at all three universities say a majority of 


graduates would slay in Idaho If they could 
find adequate Jobs. 

Dick Rapp, director of career and financial 
services at Boise State University, said the

“Thev’rc discouraged about what happen- 
ed In' Inc last Legislature.” Rapp said. He 
estimates there arc probably twice as many 
alumni coming back .to seek Jobs puUidc lhc_ 
slate as In previous yca’rs. ” 

But other than leaching, the Job outlook Is 
not good. Rapp said. -Accounting remains 
strong, but graduates arc competing with 
experienced people who have been laid off. 

In other fields graduates "really haw to 
look for openings.” the BSU official said. 

Jim Lupher. Idaho Stale University's 
director of career planning and placement, 
also se<is fairly good prospects for tcochcrs. 

■•There’s a real good demand for teachers 
— not as good as last year, but still 
reasonably solid,” he said.

education majors, 86 .percent, and liberal 
nrisgrnduntcs..78.percent-_ I 

But despite today's emphasis on 
spccialUation. graduates "With general 
business background combined with libcrol 
arts, who have good communication skills, 
seem to have good Job prospects, Lupher 
said. 

At the University of Idaho, the job picture 
was reported as much the same, with many 
teacher vacancies listed at the placement 
center.

TWIN FALU - Little brushes 
. with history — ranging from his 
background of the much-pralscd 
"sturdy pioneer stock*' to a run- 
in with Hiller’s regime In the ear- 
ly 1930s — arc the ingredients of 
the family saga of Wall Blaylock. 
.The longtime Twin Falls resi- 
dent has variously built and 
remodeled houses, operated a 
camera shop Jor many years and 
helped produce adventure films 
on the Colorado and River of No 
Return. 

•Ills"" famlly‘s“pioneer"expcrl-' 
crices encompass Utah. Nevada 
and Idaho. 

His maternal grandfather, 
Alma Montgomery, claimed to be 
the first surviving white child 
bora in North Ogden and is 
credited with having hauled the 
first load of freight from Kelton, 
Utah, through Albi on t o the Up- 
per Salmon Falls on the Snake 
River on one of the routes of the 
Oregon Trail. 

Montgomery's father, an im- 
migrant, named the well-known 
mountain landmark" near"Dgden,' 
Old Ben Lomond, after the Loch 


Lomond district In his native 
Scotland. 

When Blaylock was a small 
child his father left North Ogden.-- 
atlcaclcd by the untamed open 
spaces In Nevada. Wall's earliest 
memories arc of burning 
sagebrush, digging wells and 
wresting crops from hungry rab- 
bits and other rodents at Tabor 
Creek. - 

"I remember a big hotel, sit- 
ting among acres of sagebrush," 
Blaylock said. "They’d rake up 
the sagebrush and bum It, 
Haling up the night sky for miles 
around.” 

Drought forced Uie Blaylocks to . 
move south to Metropolis, an op- 
timistically named site about 10 
miles from Wells. There, In addi- 
tion to trying to eke a living from 
Ihe-.inhospllable land, his father, 
Benjamin Blaylock, worked for 
the government In helping 
eradicate rabbits.

used lo make butter, lie said. 

Blaylock’s high school education 
was confined lo only six weeks, but 
. he educated himself through a varie- 
ty of correspondence courses. His 
goal was lo attend aviation school In 
Los Angelos, and he had money sav- 
ed from his milk route lo go. when 
instead he was called by the LDS 
Church on a mission lo Germany. 

It was 1931 when Hiller was com- 
• ing 'lnto power; As a young mls- 
slonarv Blaylock perceived that 
many Germans applauded the 
economic improvement illlicr first 
brought. 

Blaylock and his missio^ col- 
leagues once were accused^ being 
"communist spies" and wese nearly 
thrown out of an auditorium where a 
campaign, rally .was, held .to .raise, 
funds for“I)cr Fuehrer.” 

The huge auditorium had upper 
levels on each side, ami this 'vas 
where the American missionaries 
had decided to sit. But before they 
_ could, a burly guard told them to 
leave. • ---- 

“We refused, saying we d paid lo 
gel in," said Blaylock. So the guard 
comiiromised, ushering them to 
scats in the back of the building. 

• "We finallv realized they were 
afraid we would try to assassinate 
Hie leaders," Blaylock said. And 
from the vantage point of the mez- 
zanine; it wouid have been easy for a 
good marksman to have eliminated 
the entire future Nazi regime that 
night, for "they were all there with 
Hitler on the. stage." he said. 

Blaylock returned homo in 1J33 
and variously tried farming, truck- 
ing.. even hauling logs from the 
Sawtooth Forest- He was driving a 
bus In Los Angeles when World Wai 
H started. 

Enlisting In the Air Force, he 
served as a mechanic and electrician 
with the first heavy bomb group in 
England, known as the guinea pig 
outfit. While stationed In London, an 
article he wrote, tilled "A Doughboy 
Looks at England," won a prize of- 
fered by the Strand, By the time tin 
notification cauglit up with him 
Blaylock was in Africa. 

After the war, he returned to Twin 
Falls, starling his camera business 
in 1913 in the bascm.cnl of the old 
Sporter store in the Elks BuHdin^l 
Later as the Camera Center, his ' 
business was located on the corner of 
Shoslione Street and Second Avenue 
South until that building burned tn 

Prior to being used for his Camera 
■ Center, the building had served as 
'the Traveiers Hotel, a meat market 
and early -day. mortuary In Twin 
Falls. Blaylock said. , , 

During the 19Ms he became inter- 
ested in taking river trips, and 
worked with noted explorer John. 
Goddard and Gcorgle While, world 
famous woman river runner,, in 
ductng adventure films, first ojj “ic 
Colorado and then on Idaho s River 
ofNoRetum. .

TWIN FALl^ - The U.S. House of ilopre- 
scntallvcs has passed a budget resolution 
which Includes a measure that would double 
' currc'nt grazing fees. 

' The House’^ 1987 budget resolution would 
raise federal grazing fees from“Sl-35 per 
animal unit month to $2,70 per aum. . 

The possible fee hike has been hotly oppos- 
ed by both the National Caltlemnn’s 
Association and the National Wool Growers 
Association. .Livestock Interests' fear the 
hike could have a disastrous effect on the 
already economically hartTIdt cattle and 


sheep Industries. 

• To take effect, the resolution must be ap- 
proved by Die Senate. BUI Swan, former 
president of the National Cattleman's 
Association and a rancher In the Three 
Creek area, said It Is unlikely the measure 
wilipassthciienatc. ' 

•‘Wc“don’t think it's going anyplace," 
Swan said. “Wo think we have sufficient 
clout in the Senate to kill that measure," he 
added. 

. From 1978 to the end of 1985, grazing fees 
were linked to the market price of sheep and 
cattle. While fees rose for the first two of 
those yebrs,'they began to dropNaff rapidly 
after that. 


Attempts to reauthorize (hat plan In late 
19SS fell apart In Congress, and the current 
formula expired last Dee. 31. 

In February, however. President Reagan 
signed an executive order directing (he 
sccrc(arics of (he Interior and AgricuKurc 
departments to reinstate the price-based 
grazing fee formula with u floor price of $1.35 
per aum. 

Idaho Senators Jim McClure and Steve 
Symms hailed the president's action as a 
victory for the livestock Industry. 

Environmentalists, however, were not en- 
tirely happy with the decision. Conservation 
and wildlife groups liaye contended tbal cur- 
rent grazing fees nmouhi to a subsidy for the 


livestock Industry, often citing the fact that 
1985 grazing feces covcred.only 35 percent of 
Oic federal government's costs for managing 
public rangcland.s. , 

“We'll be watching It (the House proposal) 
closely," said Johanna Wald, an attorney 
with the National Kcsoilrces Defense Council 
InSanFranclso.. ^ ' 

The NHDC, in con]unclion with nine other 
environmental groups, filed a lawsuit on 
-May 12. challenging the $1.35 per aum fee 
level. The suit, Wald said, contends that the 
secretary of Interior and the- secretary of 
Agriculaturc violated tJioir statutory 
authority In approving the fee level. 


Federal resources, Wald said, are suppos- 
ed to be sold at thdr fair market value. 
Higher fees, she added, would also improve 
management. 

"Especially the BLM needs additional' , 
money to managejheir land and improve 
their lands condition,” Wald said. 

Swan, however. ‘£ild Uie current formula 
lying fees to market prices for live.stoek has. 
worked successfully In the past. The system, 
he added, was not created by live.stoek In- 
terests, but by ledinlcai advisory commit- 
tee. 

If the fees rose under the current formula. 
Swan said most persons in the livestock in- 
terest would have no objection.

TWIN FALi.S - Mter 29 years on its own, 
the Western Livestock Round-Up ncwsleller 
will begin circulating with the Idaho Farm- 
er-Stockman and its sister publications, 
beginning Junes. 

The newsletter provides economic analysis 
and statistics about livestock markets for 
ranchers and farmers in 17 Wcslcm stales. 
’Published by the Livestock Marketing In-- 
■formation Project at Denver, it is a joint of-, 
fort of Cooperative Extension Services in the 


stales and of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. ' 

The Round-Up now will be carried once a 
month in Farmer-Slockmun pulillcations In 
Idaho, Utah. Arizona, Montana, Oregon and 
Washington, said Tom Henry, editor and 
general manager of Wesicrn Farm- 
cr-Slockman Magazines, which Is a unit of 
Coles Publishing Co. of Spokane. It will ap- 
pear in the first issue each month. 

The Idaho and Utah editions arc the last 
two lo take on the Round-Up. The newslet- 
ter has been carried for three months in the 
other stales. 


C. Wilson Cray, extension economist and 
coordinator (or the Round -Up I n Idaho,.said 
the change was made for several reasons. 

- A government mailing exemption Is 
scheduled to end next year. "That was going 
to just about double our cost (of 
publishing)." he said. At the. same time, 
funding is likely to decline because ot cuts In 
the federal budget. - The project was 
budgeted at $ 210,000 for the year ending 
June 30, and the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture provides onc-thlrdof Its budget.

"If ptinling goes under 10,000, we lose a lot 
of cost .savings for quantity printing.” ho 
said. The, Round-Up circulation peaked at 
25,000 copies when It was free. 

In Idaht. subscriptions have slipped from 
about l.lOCto 111 copies. 

By jolring the Farmer-Stockman, the 
Round-Up will circulate to 90,000 subscribers 
in the-sixicditlons. with 16,500 of those in 
Idaho.' ; . 


"Thai's probably the primary rea.son we - 
selected them,'-' Gray 'said,. The Farmer- 
Stockman also has published the yearly 
Pacific Northwest Agricultural OulUmk and 
Situation Report, done by Idalio, Washington 
and Oregon extension services. 

Editorial content of the Round-Up will 
remain under the control of the Livestock 
Information Project, Gray said.

Catfish farm 
output slows 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The pro- 
; ductlon of farm-grown cajfl^ in 
April dropped below ycar-earlicr 
i levels for the first time in many 

I months, according to an Agriculture 
Department report, 

Catfish production has shown an 
almost steady Increase from year- 
' earlier levels in recent years' as 
farmers stepped up output to meet 
■ demand. 

The latest figures for April showed 
Tuesday that about 10.2 million 
pounds of catfish v/erc delivered lo 
processors, down from nearly 10.5 
million pounds a year wrllcr. 

Prices paid lo growers averaged 74 
cents per pound of live weight, down 
from 78 cents In April 1985. 

•On a cumulative basis, 'however, 
catfish production Is sllH running 
ahead of 1385 with 73.2 million 
pounds delivered to processors, 
compared with 05,4 million a, year 
ago, llie report s'ald.

A: No.Fcdcrallawprahlbllscom- 
panics from mailing unordcred mer- 
chandise to consumers and then 
demanding payment. In a new 
brochure entitled "Facts for Con-^^ 
Burners; Unordcred Merchandise" 
the Federal Trade Commission ad- 
vises cohsuemrs on what their rights 
are when they receive such mcr- 
chanldsc and how they can protect 
themselves against companies that 
seek payment for illegally Shipped 
goods. - 

If consumers receive any 
unordcred merchandise, such as 
clothing or books, under the law they 
do nol have to pay for it or return it. 
There arc two situations in which 
unordcred merchandise may bo 
shipped legally; it it is dearly mark- 
ed os a free sample; or if.lt is mailed 
“byacharUabltorganliallon asking— 
for contributions. In alt cases, con- 
sumers may keep Uic unordcred 
merchandise as a gift or dispose of U 
as they want. 

Consumers should bo aware that 
there are companies that ship 
unordcred merchandise and then bill 
the recipient, send dunning notices 
or ihrcaicn consumers' credit 
ratings If they fall to pay.
